H.S. SETS RECORD 


Fifteen hundred 
and sixty-five 


grade and high school pupils report- 
ed for classes today as the Gettys- 
burg public and parochial% schools 
opened their 1939-1940 term. 


Lloyd C. Keefauver, superintend- 


ent of schools, said the enrollment 
at the high school Is the largest In 
Its history. Never before has en- 
rollment there reached 600. but to- 
day 608 pupils reported, with a num- 
ber of other students, who have en- 
rolled, not reporting on the first day. 


There are 193 freshmen, 182 sopho- 


mores, 110 juniors and 121 seniors. 
There are—two post-graduate stu- 
dents enrolled. 
The number of 


freshmen Is below the 1939 figure for 
the opening day when 199 first year 
students reported. Last year's senior 
class numbered 123 on the first day 
of school, while 113 graduated for 
a new record. 


The 107 pupils in the grade schools 


of the town today were divided by 
grades as follows: 


First grade, 75; second, 85; third, 


90; fourth, 89: fifth, 80; sixth, 96; 
seventh, 94 and eighth, 98. 


Superintendent Keefauver said 


there were some absentees in the 
grades also and that the total would 
be Increased slightly when the full 
enrollments reported. 


At the high school the first as- 


sembly period was held this mom- 
Ing. 
G. W. Lefever, principal, was 


in charge of the opening.exercises. 
Miss Dorothy Brindle, music super- 
visor, led the singing. After a brief 
talk to the students by Mr. Lefever, 
the pupils were sent to their home 
rooms for class schedules. A full 
schedule, of classes was followed at 
the high school today with the stu- 
dents being dismissed at 3 o'clock. •

Washington, Sept. 5 (AP)—The 
European war is developing new and 
powerful factors In the American 
political situation. 
It is regarded 
here as almost certain to have a 
vital effect on the 1940 presidential 
campaign. 
If the conflict continues. United 
States foreign policy undoubtedly 
will be the most Important topic be­ 
fore the coming congressional ses­ 
sion. 
Although congress refused to act 


at the last session on President 
Roosevelt’s neutrality recommenda­ 
tions and torpedoed other major ad­ 
ministration legislation, the chief 
executives supporters feel that he 
has a right to expect the co-opera­ 
tion of congress in handling future 
foreign policy. 
They believe that the pressure of 
war abroad will eliminate much of 
the partisan bickering. 
Specifically, they think a desire 
for national unity will rule out the 
tactics of delay. 
Mr. Roosevelt himself appealed in 
his radio address Sunday night for 
an adjournment of “partisanship 
and selfishness” and suggested that 
national 
unity 
should 
be 
“the 
thought that underlies all others.” 
If the President Were able to re­ 
gain greater support in congress, 
many politicians believe increasing 
attention would be given to the 
question of whether he will seek a 
third term. 
The slogan, "he kept us out of 
war,” helped President Wilson ob­ 
tain a second term. Likewise, if this 
country’ stays out of a continuing 
European conflict, Mr. Roosevelt's 
supporters might seek to use the 
same argument in urging his nomi­ 
nation for an unprecedented third 
term. 
If Mr. Roosevelt decided not to 
run again, the continuance of peace 
In the United States still might op- 
erate to give him a strong voice in ” 
tile selection of the next democratic 
national ticket. 
Tile policy toward the European 
war also could be a major effect in 
the selection of a republican presi­ 
dential nominee.

Master Blames Torpcdu 


Galway, Ireland, Sept. 5 (AP) 


The master of the British linei 
Athenia,-sunk Sunday, said on his 
arrival here today that his ship 
"was hit by a torpedo which went 
through the galley and into the 
engine room, causing heavy loss of 
life." 


Tlie captain, James Cook, was 


brought here by the Norwegian 
steamer Knut Nelson with 430 other 
urvivors of the first submarine dis- 
5ter of the European war. 
Among them was Dr. John Kirk, 
Boston, Massachusetts, who said: 


My wife was killed in the explo- 
on, and all I want to know now is 
hether my two children who were 
aveling with us are safe." 
Captain Cook said that immedl- 
ely after the torpedo was fired, the 
ubmarine rose to the surface and 
helled the Athenia. 
"One shall carried away the main 
ast," he related. 
"It was evidently aimed at the 
ireless room, but missed its mark."
